Comeback Trails

I.ONDON. CPI—An agreement among the United States, Britain 
and France setting the limits on battleships at 45,000 tons with 16- 
inch guns was announced in the house of commons today. The agree¬ 
ment, announced by Alfred Duff Cooper, first lord of the admiralty, 
was a sequel to the decision of the three powers to abandon the 35,000- 
ton limit of the London naval treaty of 1936. This was made public 
March 31 in accordance with the Escalator clause of the treaty, in¬ 
voked by the signatories because of reports that Japan was building 
mammoth men-of-war. Cooper indicated that the 45,000-ton limit 
was higher than Britain wanted to build up to, "but that is the lowest

TOKYO. CP)—A typhoon howled toward Japan's islands today 
ir. the w^ke of two days of horror in which at least 100 persons were 
killed and 200 others were missing. Tokyo was virtually isolated by 
the heaviest deluge of rain in Japan’s recorded history and by an 
earthquake which levelled homes and disrupted rail and wire com¬ 
munications. The Central Meteorological Institute warned all cities 
in Southern Japan to be prepared for the tropical hurricane blowing 
northward across the China sea. It said the winds would strike late 
this afternoon unless they were deflected. Most liners and larger 
freighters remained tied at their docks in Yokohama.

Mrs. Moody then went into re¬ 
tirement as far as major compe¬ 
tition was concerned hut Miss 
Jacobs returned In 1936 to win 
the Wimbledon title. Ill health 
forced Miss Jacobs in the back¬ 
ground last year and she was so 
lightly regarded for the current 
tournament that she wasn't even 
seeded. She collapsed In the 
dressing room before her first- 
round match hut came bark and 
showed improvement with each 
match. 

Miss Jacobs has beaten Mrs. 
Moody only once in major compe¬

A police survey showed a total 
of 297,379 houses destroyed or 
damaged throughout the nation 
and 104 bridges down. 

Belated reports from the north 
indicated there had been a second 
earthquake and a nationwide total 
of at least 177 landslides. 

Most of the deaths were in 
Tokyo and Yokohama. In both 
cities landslides crumpled homes. 
A railroad tunnel collapsed near 
Tokyo and a main line road bed 
was washed away. Many rivers 
burst their banks, imperilling oth¬ 
er homes beneath undermined 
cliffs. 

12 INCHES OF RAIN 

More than 12 inches of rain fell, 
flooding 150,000 homes in Tokyo 
alone. The rain, greatest in 60 
years, had slackened early this 
afternoon but roaring winds were 
growing steadily. 

Rivers still were high and po¬ 
lice forcibly removed families 
from lowland homes and areas en¬ 
dangered by further landslides, 
the cause of most of the casual¬ 
ties. Earth, already soaked by 
the torrential rains, slipped in 
many places after the quakes. 

18 CRUSHED 

The landslides in Tokyo and 
Yokohama were the worst disas¬ 
ters. 

Eighteen persons were crushed 
or smothered to death in the heart 
of Tokyo when part of the estate 
of Baron Takakimi Mitsui slipped 
shortly after the earthquake. 
Forty others were entombed and 
their fate was not known. 

A similar catastrophe buried 
five houses in Yokohama, where 
a 90-foot cliff collapsed. Two wo¬ 
men, each with her two children, 
were killed.

ADDRESSES TEACHERS 

Addressing the teachers who 
comprise the National Education 
association. Mr. Roosevelt also: 

(1) —Spoke of countries where 
libraries have been burned, learned 
people exiled, universities dis¬ 
persed and news, art and litature 
censored as having turned back 
"the clock of civilization.” He did 
so without naming any country. 

(2) -—Admonished this country 
to keep bright the fires of free¬ 
dom and civil liberties, to redouble 
efforts to maintain a free pres* 
and to provide a safe place for 
eternal truths. 

(3) —Declared for state and lo¬ 
cal control of school# and their 
curricula, with the federal govern¬ 
ment supplementing only the re¬ 
sources of the poorer communities. 

(4) —Predicted that ‘■'the ulti¬ 
mate victory of tomorrow is with 
democracy, and through democ¬ 
racy with education, for no people 
can be kept eternally Ignorant or 
eternally enslaved.

WASHINGTON. (Ah—Adminis¬ 
tration officials said today four 
battleships of 35,000 t Of! s each—in 
addition to two already under con¬ 
struction will be built before the 
United States avails itself of the 
new limit of 45,000 tons.

(Ah- State¬ 
ments that John Francis Neylan, 
attorney for the Safeway stores,

Woodworth herself threw the cup 
in an argument over office work 
and hurt her wrist when she 
slipped and fell. 

Mrs, Woodworth, through her 
attorney, Philander Beadle, sought 
to have the accident commission 
proceedings quashed, since if she 
received an award for an "indus¬ 
trial accident” she would be pre¬ 
cluded from going ahead with a 
$20,000 damage suit in court. 

Neylan’s name was brought into 
the proceedings today when Beadle 
withdrew a previous stipulation 
that the state federation of labor, 
and no one else, would be liable 
for payment of any award to Mrs. 
Woodworth. 

Ezra Shapeero, presiding ref¬ 
eree at the hearing, then an¬ 
nounced the accident commission 
had decided to join Neylan’s name 
as co-defendant because of the fact 
Mrs. Woodworth said she was paid 
$60 a week by Neylan. 

Mrs. Woodworth said she got 
$180 a month from the Federation 
of Labor, another $20 from Van¬ 
deleur, and an expense account be¬ 
cause he though "the job was 
worth more," and $60 a week be¬ 
sides from Neylan's office on be¬ 
half of the Safeway Stores.

SAN FRANCTSCO (TPi — The 
California supreme court outlawed 
today the placing of horse race 
hets by bookmakers who telephone 
the wagers to sub-agents at the 
tracks. 

The test case, brought on ha¬ 
beas corpus proceedings by a Los 
Angeles bookmaker, William Wal¬ 
ker, resulted in denial of the writ 
today and an order by the court 
he be remanded to custody as a 
law violator. 

"It seems clear,” the court 
said, “that the act contemplated 
the legalizing of a specified type 
of regulated wagering by specta¬ 
tors at the races, and as inci¬ 
dental to the supposed social and 
sporting interests in the actual 
races. It is equally clear that 
there was no intention to author¬ 
ize bookmaking or betting at pool 
rooms or other establishments as 
a purely gambling venture away 
from the track.” 

The 1935 amendment to the act 
permitted bets to be placed inside 
the traek gates on behalf of per¬ 
sons outside under certain restric¬ 
tions. 

The court held this amendment 
was “not at all clear.” 

The decision held in effect that 
although it is permissible for an 
agent of a "principal" to place a 
bet inside the track by telephone, 
that an agent of an agent cannot 
do so.

Three strong resolutions on the 
issue of adequate medical care for 
rural families have been adopted 
by the American Farm Bureau 
federation directors, Mrs. H. H. 
Gardner of Orange, chairman of 
Orange county farm bureau home 
department, learned today. 

First of the resolutions en¬ 
dorses “policies of states and lo¬ 
calities leading to the establish¬ 
ment of rural hospitals where 
they could be maintained on a 
good professional and financial 
basis,” and also endorses the prin¬ 
ciple of federal grants to states 
for establishments of such hos¬ 
pitals. 

The second resolution "ack¬ 
nowledges the advantages” of 
health insurance, cites the need 
for enactment of law protecting 
members of the medical profession 
who sell their services on the in¬ 
surance principle from “burden¬ 
some requirements and rules,” and 
seeks to protect the insured from 
exploitation by “irresponsible in¬ 
surance companies.” 

The other resolution approves 
the extension of preventive medi¬ 
cine and recommends a greater ap¬ 
propriation, under social security, 
for rural areas. 


LONDON. (TP) Prime Minister 
Chamberlain announced today that 
the house of commons committee 
on privileges had decided that a 
special military court committed 
a breach of privilege in summon¬ 
ing Duncan Sandys to tell where 
he got secret anti-aircraft defense 
data. 

The army court, constituted to 
find and plug the leak, already 
had bowed to the house in a stir¬ 
ring conflict between parliament 
and army a quarrel which raised 
the possibility that the Chamber- 
lain government might stand or 
fall on the outcome. 

Thp prime minister is a member 
of the committee on privileges 
which examined one phase of the 
controversy- the summoning of 
Sandys, a. Conservative M. P.. to 
appear as a second lieutenant in 
the territorial array to answer 
questions. 

The committee did not recom¬ 
mend further action in reporting 
its unanimous finding through the 
prime minister.

don’t wash away. Instead they 

ire buried deeper by surf action, 
ind as tides reoede, they remain 
m slightly moist sand for two 

weeks. They’re ready to hatch in 
10 days, but nature won’t let them 
hatch until they are in salt and 
freed from the sand. That’s what 
the high tide does two weeks after 
spawning. 

• • * 

That’s why grunion favor the 
full moon high tide for their 
spawning. At the dark of the 
moon, the tide is higher—so high, 
in fact, that eggs, if spawned at 
its height, wouldn't be freed by 
the tide for a month. Grunion, 
consequently, wait until a day or 
two past the highest new moon to 
lay their eggs. 

* * * 

Another reason grunion some¬ 
times are behind schedule in the 

summer: It’s 14 '/ 2 days between 
peak tides, yet it takes 15 days 
for grunion to mature eggs be¬ 
tween spawning. So they get a 
little behind schedule as the sea¬ 
son advances.

MODERN ICE AGE . . . 

Reference to the Ice Age ordi¬ 
narily Inspires the thought of some 
vague period buried in the dim 
pages of forgotten history. Yet, 
strange as it seems, we are living 
in the Ice Age this very minute! 

This remarkable episode in the 
earth's history is believed to have 
begun at least 500.000 years ago, 
when great glacial blankets buried 


North America, Europe and other 
sections of the globe under their 
icy stillness. 

The cause of the Ice Age is dis¬ 
puted. Some writers offer the 
opinion that at one time the areas 
affected were at a higher eleva¬ 
tion than they are today, and that 
snow consequently lay there the 
year around, forming the great 
glacial sheets.

Maybe “a clean tooth never 
decays” and maybe it does. Cer¬ 
tainly millions of unclean teeth 
do not decay. Whether or not 
cleanliness prevents decay, there 
are plenty u. other good reasons, 
esthetic, social and health, for 
keeping the mouth and teeth 
clean. 

Fear of being an unwitting 
halitosis offender and desire for 
the gleaming cinema star smile 
are now pretty general. If they 
fail to induce one to keep teeth 
and mouth clean, there is the 
word of the medical man that 
unclean teeth are associated with 
irritations of the gums, cheeks 
and tongue that may be serious. 

Need Good Brush 

Prime essential for keeping 
the teeth clean is a good tooth¬ 
brush. Two of them, in fact, 
one for morning and one for 
evening use. Using two brushes 
this way gives each a chance to 
dry thoroughly before the next 
use, lengthening the life of the 
toothbrush and also, if the brush 
is rinsed thoroughly after each 
using, preventing it from be¬ 
coming an incubator for germs. 

Many and varied are the 
shapes and styles of toothbrush¬ 
es. It seems impossible to make 
one that will fit exactly the 
dental arch inside and out. The 
chief need, however, is for the 
brush to be small and to have a 
handle that will let you manip¬ 
ulate it so that every tooth is 
brushed. 

Ideas vary on how to use the 
toothbrush, but the old style 
scrubbing gesture seems defi¬ 
nitely out. It might wear the 
enamel and it did not clean the 
important spots. Dentists now 
favor a sweeping gesture which 
starts with the gums and really 
brushes food and debris out of 
the corners, so to speak. 

Dentists advise starting with 
the sides of the bristles against 
the gums, turning them toward 
the teeth as you sweep down. 

This avoids injuring the gums ! 
and brings the bristles right into 
position for best action on the 
teeth. The sweeping is done in 
sections, covering a few teeth at 
a time, until inside and outside 
surfaces of all teeth have been 
gone over. Then you finish up 
with a rotary motion over the 
chewing surfaces of the back 
teeth. 

Use Dental Floss 

Almost as important as the 
toothbrush is dental floss, which 
replaces the oidfashioned tooth- 
pick both socially and scientifi- j r.oew’s 
cally. Toothpicks may injure 
gums, dentists warn. There is 
a right and wrong way to use 
the floss, too. Take a large 
enough piece to get a good grip 
on both ends and slide it down 
gently between the teeth to avoid 
injury to gums or breakage of 
floss. The floss removes food 
and debris from the spaces be¬ 
tween the teeth that cannot be 
reached by the toothbrush. 

Finally, a special cleasing by 
the dentist, with removal of tar¬ 
tar and search for possible cavi¬ 
ties, is advised every six months 
for th average person.

New York Stocks 

NEW YORK. (JP) —Stock market lead¬ 
ers shot upward in one of the fastest 
flights of the past several years dur¬ 
ing today's early proceedings, but sub- 
squently suffered a profit-taking nose¬ 
dive. Rails and utilities were inclined 
to contest the retreat. 

Brokerage offices were swamped with 
overnight buying demand from all 
parts of the country and abroad at the 
opening. Blocks of 1000 to 15,000 
shares changed hands in the wild dash, 
and the ticker tape, for more than an 
hour, was as much as 10 minutes be¬ 
hind. The “flash” system of the stock 
exchange was put into use for the 
second time since its adoption last No¬ 
vember to rush rapidly changing quo¬ 
tations to crowded boardrooms. Numer¬ 
ous new highs for the year or longer 
were posted before the relapse. 

In the initial hour 1.090,000 shares 
were turned over, the largest aggre¬ 
gate for this period since the slump of 
October. Dealings began to dwindle 
as quotations fell, and transfers for 
the day amounted to only 2,500.000 
shares, despite a moderate pick-up in 
activity in the final lap. Top marks of 
fractions to three or more points were 
converted into losses at the close. 

Odd-lot selling was a conspicuous 
factor in the morning’s proceedings, it 
was said. In addition, much of the 
liveliness was accounted for by belated 
purchases of investment trusts that 
had missed the boat in last week’s up¬ 
turn and fished to window dress’’ for 
their June 30 portfolio statements. 

W!« t has been making the market 
tick lately apparently was anybody’s 
guess, and conjectures were numerous 
and varied throughout the financial 
sector.

Young People Need Crusade, 
Lawmaker Tells Schoolmen 


NEW YORK. UP)—Rep. Bruce 
Barton (R., N. Y.) told the Na¬ 
tional Education association con¬ 
vention that "we are paying the 
price in this country of 50 years 
of the neglect of government on 
the part of our so-called best peo¬ 
ple. 

“You and I have had less inter¬ 
est in government than our fath¬ 
ers had,” he said. “Our children 
have less than we. 

“The result has been a drying 
up of the sense of individual and 
community responsibility, and al¬ 
together too much surrender of 
rights and activities to Washing¬ 
ton.” 

He said a resident of a west¬ 
ern city has told him of discus¬ 
sion groups formed there by and 
for the young people, to cover the 
principal problems and interests of 
modern life. 

"It was found that two sub¬ 
jects, and only two. would pack 
the hall. These were the prob¬ 
lems of love and marriage, and 
the problems of getting and keep¬ 
ing a job. 

"In the discussion of religion 
there was little interest, in the 
discussion of politics there was 
positively no interest at all.” 

"You and I will agree,” he con¬ 
tended, “that in character, in hon¬ 
esty, in directness, in intolerance, 
of pretense, hatred of sham, they 
are finest young people the coun¬ 
try has ever produced. 


"Physically and mentally they 
have everything. But one thing 
they do not have. They do not 
have a cause. Spiritually they 
are now on fire. Their grandfa¬ 
thers were trying to save their 
own souls; their fathers were try¬ 
ing to save the United States. 
They are not excited about ei¬ 
ther.” 

Barton said "we need to give 
young people a crusade—not to 
the holy land, or to the capital, 
but against the slums of their own 
towns, the waste and inefficiency 
of their own community govern¬ 
ments . . . the social injustices 
of their own little political units."

AUIO TRAFFIC 
HELD POSSIBLE 

SACRAMENTO. UP )—The possi¬ 
bility of federal control of high¬ 
way automobile traffic unless the 
states co-dinate regulations was 
advanced today by Ray Ingels as 
president of the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Motor Vehicle Admin¬ 
istrators. 

Citing a need for increased co¬ 
operative effort by the states, In¬ 
gels, director of the California 
State Motor Vehicles department 
pictured a “typical" itinerary of 
a cross-country trip and noted: 

That in only two adjoining 
states of the 11 through which 
the motorist passes are the speed 
limits the same; 

That in eight states with fixed 
speeds, the difference in the legal 
limits is as much as 15 miles per 
hour; 

That one state has no speed lim- i 
it and two fix the speed as "rea¬ 
sonable.” 

"Following this particular 
route,” Ingels said, "the motorist j 
moves from one state where the 
speed Is fixed as reasonable Into 
another where the maximum speed 
is 35 miles an hour. 

"Yet the physical highway con¬ 
ditions are not greatly dissimilar. 
We all can appreciate the confu¬ 
sion. And confusion is by far 
the smallest item when we look 
at the motoring plctude as a 
whole. 

"A major safety factor is in¬ 
volved for it can be appreciated 
that widely varying speed condi¬ 
tions in normally heavy traffic 
necessitates widely different driv¬ 
ing habits.” 

With a "strong possibility” of a 
concerted movement for a federal 
division of highway control exist¬ 
ing, Ingels said the national meet¬ 
ing of the motor vehicle adminis¬ 
trators in Detroit Oct. 4-7 would 
consider a program of cooperation 
with state legislators looking to¬ 
ward more uniform regulations.

ON INCREASE 

BACRAMENTO. (API—Crime Is 
definitely on the increase in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

A total of 3335 offenses were 
reported to the state bureau of 
criminal identification and investi¬ 
gation for May. or 717 more than 
for May of 1937. 

The figure for the year to date, 
20,495, compares with 16,391 
crimes reported to the bureau for 
the same period last year, Burg¬ 
laries. except, with explosives, led 
the list. 

Burglaries climbed from 10,167 
to 13,078. In May, 2181 were re¬ 
ported while there were 1581 in 
May, 1937. Only decrease noted 
by the bureau was in the miscel¬ 
laneous crimes classification, but 
the May, 1938, total was only four 
less than th 324 such offenses last 
year.

RINDGE EMPIRE 
TITLE GOES TO 
CORPORATION 

SANTA MONICA. <API—A new 
corporation emerged out of a fed¬ 
eral bankruptcy court today to 
take over control of a great land 
empire, where 74-year-old May K. 
Rlndge ruled with an iron hand 
for nearly a half-century. 

Conquered by debts, the 24,000- 
acre mountain and seacoast do¬ 
main near Santa Monica may yield 
part of its territory for the es¬ 
tablishment of a large county and 
state park. 

In return, public agencies indi¬ 
cated today, cancellation may be 
made of $1,140,000 of unpaid taxes 
—part of the $10,000,000 worth of 
obligations which caused the em¬ 
pire’s downfall. 

It is not the first time that fi¬ 
nancial troubles have overtaken 
the owners of Rancho Topanga 
Malibu Seqult since Don Jose Ta¬ 
pia staked it out in 1802—riding 
as far as he could between sun¬ 
rise and sunset—by grant of the 
king of Spain. 

Mrs. Rlndge Is luckier than 
most. She retains a life interest 
in her unfinished $1,000,000 home, 
built on a headland site chosen by 
her husband, Fred H. Rindge, sr„ 
before his death In 1905. She also 
keeps title to three beach front 
properties and the family home¬ 
stead at Marblehead, Mass., where 
she lived as a bride. 

Malibu beach, where dozens of 
movie stars, dlretcors and produc¬ 
ers leased land for luxurious 
homes from Mrs. Rindge, will re¬ 
main intact, the cinema settlers 
being allowed to buy their prop¬ 
erty. 

In 1850 the rancho passed from 
Don Jose Tapia’s heirs for an un¬ 
paid $800 grocery bill held by 
Merchant Mathew Keller. Its value 
today, with the growing pressure 
of population in Southern Califor¬ 
nia. is almost fabulous. 

Rindge brought it in 1890 from 
Keller's son, Henry, for $10 an 
acre. He dreamed of a new Riv¬ 
iera along the Pacific. His wid¬ 
ow, until 1925, resisted with armed 
guards attempts to open it to the 
public. 

A court decision, giving the 
state right-of-way for the Roose¬ 
velt highway through the rancho, 
drove the first wedge into the 
tight defenses of the "hermit” 
empire, which bankruptcy finally 
demolished.
